'.u n no, italy, April 17.—The most 
interesting revelations made by Gen- 
oaro Abbatemaggio, th** Camorrist in- 
foi mer, at the trial of the members 
of that organization for the murder 
ot Cuoccolo and his wife, had to 
do with the real nature of the Cam­ 
orra, the dreaded association which 
Am found its way from Arabia in­ 
to Spain and from Spain into South­ 
ern Italy, and how Its adherents are 
chosen. 
The Camorra in the city of Naples 
as Abbatemaggio explained, is divid­ 
ed into fourteen bands, one for each 
region ot the city.’ Each band is com­ 
posed of twenty-four Camorrists and 
forty-eight picciotti (recruits) each, 
one of the former having two of the 
recruits at his disposal. Each pie- 
ciotti in turn is served by five or six 
giovvant onorati 
(honored youths). 
The latter ar aspirants for member­ 
ship in the society. 
Thus in Naples alone there is a 
foody of upward of 5,000 men deter­ 
mined in character, resolute and tried 
in astuteness and intelligence. This 
army, which has ramifications in al­ 
most every class of society, is practi­ 
cally directed by two men. the capotn 
testator (head of heads) and the con- 
taiuolo, or cashier, who takes the 
place of the bf ad when necessary. 
Both of these officials are elected by 
a majority of voters. The contaiuoio 
is generally an old Camorrist, clev­ 
er in exacting each day the gains 
from the numbers, or able to handle 
them roughly if they refuse to pay.

Laws.” 
“The 
Department 
reserves 
the 
right to close ones box at any time 
prior to the expiration of a quart 
er without refunding any portion of 
the rent paid therefor, in all cases 
wherein by the use thereof, the Pos­ 
tal Laws have been violated.” 
“Box rents are payable Quarterly 
on or before the last day of the 
Quarter prior thereto 
and 
if 
the 
same be not paid as required, the 
box shall be closed, offered for rent 
and the mail placed in the General 
Delivery.” 
“Suggestions." 
Keep your boxes locked. This is 
what they are for and for the pro­ 
tection of your mail. Do not give your 
box combination to all your neigh­ 
bors, it is your private property, but 
if you do and some of your mail is 
misplaced, you might have occasion 
to blame the Postmaster. 
Boxes arf automatic and lock them 
selves when closed. Do not slam thf 
door, push It to gently and it locks. 
Many boxes are out of order now 
because of this violation and sub­ 
ject 
to 
being 
closed 
against 
you. 
There are over Eight Hundred boxes 
in this office and an average of five 
persons getting mail 
therein, have 
your correspondence directed to you!
